Thomas had Notice of it, and was highly en- 
raged atthe Aifronts,as he call'd it; and gave 
out threatning Speeches, by his, Creatures in 
the Fleet, what he wou’d do, when he came to 
Port{mouth, to the Juftice of the Peace, that had 
fervd him fo.

I told him, I did no morethen 
my Duty oblig’d me to. Upon which, he 





ing my Warrant, and delivering it to the, 
Conftable, in order to have it ferved, as the! 
Law directs. The Gentlemen of our Corpo- 
ration, and of the High-flying FaGion, ma- 
king it their Bufinefsto difperfe a Notion a- 
mong the reft of the Members of the fame, 
made good their Party, the laft Election for 
Mayor and Juftices of the Peace, to turn me 
out of that Office; and the Story they had 
whifper’d, and fill’d the People’s Heads with, 
was, that by the rigorous Performance ef my 
Duty, without Refped fhown to Perfons of 
Quality, efpecially thofe in Office at Sea, I) 
had affronted divers confiderable Perfons , and 
that it would be a manifeft Injury and Hin- 
drance to the Trade of the Town.

fuch juft Satisfaction as the Law will allow me, 
as my Council fhall advife. Ihave as yet 
receiv'd no Anfwer from the Prince, or Secret a-
